Th e American p eo p le 
hav e surv iv ed two cri­ 
sis “g ap s.” Presiden t Kennedy ’s missile gap 
an d Presiden t Nix on’s security gap were quietly 
filed away after their campaigns ended, but 
n o w we hav e a new gap. 
Defen se Secretary Melv in 
R. Laird has alert­ 
ed th e Sen ate Armed Serv ices Committee about 
a su p ermissile g ap . 
Sp eak in g in beh alf o f 
deploy ment of the anti- 
ballistic-missile (ABM) deploy ment sought by 
Presiden t Nix on, Mr. Laird said the Russians 
are co n tin u in g to 
build up its SS-9 force. 
Th e SS-9 (su p ermissile) is described as a 
missile with a 20 to 25 -megaton warhead — 
mu ch larg er th an an y th in g th e Un ited 
States 
h as at th e ready . 
Secretary Laird said the ABM protection of­ 
fered American missiles would hav e the desired 
effect on the Sov iet Union of letting them know 
a “ substantial number” of our missiles would 
surv iv e any attack “ and then destroy the at­ 
tacker as a modern society .” 
Dav id Packard, deputy secretary of defense, 
added that the ABM would be “ a stabilizing in­ 
fluence in the long “ term” in the strategic rela­ 
tionship between the United States and the Sov i­ 
et Union. 
That’s strictly a pipedream. And ao long as 
military thinking dominates a nation’s foreign 
policy , money is gong to be poured into the 
bottomless defense well while that country 
cav es in from domestic malnutrition. 
The thin ABM around missile sites will ex ­ 
pand Into a thick shield. Than it will creep 


around p o p u latio n cen ters, first 
as a thin sy s­ 
tem and th en a thick o n e. 
All the while the missile arsenal is growing — 
just to keep pace — and $100 billion is gone. 
An d there still will be no security . 
It is up to the politicians in both America and 


Ru ssia to ov erride militaristic thinking and 
reach a meaningful rapprochment. 
It isn ’t th e supermissile gap we’re worried 
abo u t, it’s th e dip lo macy g ap .

NEW YORK — O’d Vito Genov ese is a hole 
to the ground but his troops go muscling on. 
J ust the other day , a burly chap known to the 
trade as "Oita Chin” Gigante, and to the 
FBI 
as No. 5 020214, and to this 
city ’s 
police 
as 
B-231328 , 
found a prosperous union of 
hard-working men and de­ 
cided to make it his fief. 
But 
there 
are 
surprises 
ev en in the life of ex -box er, 
263-pound 
Gigante, 
though 
his don is “ Tommy Ry an” 
Eboli, 
Vito’s 
not v ery ap­ 
parent heir. 
“ The 
Chin” , 
as 
he 
ia 
called by the in-boy s ov er in cafe studded 
Greenwich Village, was told by the unbn 
chief to keep his conv ict hands off the labor 
organization, to get out and stay out. 
This took courage. Most informed inv estiga­ 
tors believ e that Mr. Gigante is a caporegime 
of Tommy Eboli, whose quiv ering heart do** 
not keep him from seeking new income each 
hour on the hour. 
It took courage to tell off the recapped 
mob of the late boss of 
basses. But the union 
leader, Thomas "Tommy ” Shortman. had the 
courage to do what many should be doing, but 
just don’t ev ery hour on the hour, if they 
FBI’s statistics are correct. Inev itably they 
are. 


TOMMY SHORTMAN, half Gigante’s size, 
and weight when wet, doesn’t look like a 
hero, doesn’t want to be etched in heroic 
terms and will probably resent being dis­ 
cussed in such dramatic fashion. For y ears 
now, he has been president of the 35 -y ear*old 
Building 
Serv ice 
Employ es 
Union 
AFL- 
CIO Local 32B — probably the nation’s sec­ 
ond or third largest local. 
There were decent men at its birth — and 
deadly killers, too. Sometimes dues were col­ 
lected in cash and dumped into trunks. As the 
y ears went by , some of us hammered at the 
Mafiosi who were in the union’s fancy wood­ 
work. Soon it was cleansed by a tough Irish­ 
man, 
a 
redundacy in these circumstances, 
Dav id Sulliv an, who fought a battle or two 
with the Irish Republican Army — and now 
on occasion leads 
a St. Patrick’s Day parade. 
Soon Mr. Sulliv an led Local 32B's interna­ 
tional 
union, 
the 
Serv ice 
Employ es, 
and 
mov ed on to Washington, D. C., to build it into 
a powerful transcontinental union of 400,000 
members — some of whom work in West In­ 
dies Hotels. 
Bantam Tommy Shortman stepped Into his 
place here, where Local 32B has jurisdiction 
ov er the 600 men ov er at Rockefeller Center 


including 8 0 special security officers. 
The 
local, 43.000 strong, has contracts with at 
least 7 ,000 other realty firms who own ev eiy - 
thing from the glass towers on Park Av e. to 
the one-man superintendent or janitor walk- 
upa in Brookly n. 


THE UNION HAS A healthy cash balance 
and an inclusiv e welfare fund cov ering its 
thousands of elev ator operators, charwomen, 
janitors and other serv ice people who need 
full v alue from ev ery penny paid by the oper­ 
ators. Thousands of these workers are from 
the city ’s ghetto areas. They won’t make the 
French Riv er ia on what they earn but their 
wages in many sections of this city are the 
country ’s highest for their job classification. 
There also is a big pension 
fu n d 
It's a clean union and Mr. Shortman earns 
a modest salary , and the record shows ev en 
more modest “ reimbursed ex penses.” I know 
“ Tommy ” . But I would not chronicle this 
without checking with knowledgeable 
men of 
the law, for which he’ll forgiv e me, and th-.y 
all rate him and his union mighty clean. 
So it is natural territory tor the Mafia. It’s 
their kind of thing. There was not a single 
Cosa Nostra diamonded fìnger in its till. This 
apparently dazzled “ The Chin” Gigante. 
He 
began mov ing in. The grapev ine came aliv e. 
“ It is true,” Mr. Shortman told this inquir 
er, “ these muscle men came. We hav e faced 
this for y ears. We’v e tossed them out and 
kept them out. We’ll stay that way . Once y ou 
let them in y ou’re finished.” 
THAT WAS IT. Tommy takes the cup for 
closemouthedness. 
He knows whom he dared 
toss out. It is all in the record. 
Not too long ago. the Senate committee 
which held the “ Valachi hearings” reported 
that Vincent Gigante was: 
“ A rapidly rising y ounger member of the 
underworld who has gained recognition by 
carry ing out strong-arm assignments for un­ 
derworld chief Vito Genov ese.” 
Conv icted on a narcotics conspiracy charge, 
“ The Chin” went to prison with his boss of 
bosses, Vito Geneov ese. Before that, he gamed 
fame in his game when he was arrested and 
charged with attempting to kill the Mafia’s 
old prime minister, Frankie Costello. Mr. Gi­ 
gante was acquitted. 
He has powerful friends, such as the local 
printing company which put up $7 5 ,000 of his 
$100,000 bail at the time. 
So why not write about Tommy Shortman 
as a hero? What matter if it embarrasses 
him? Perhaps his heroics might embarrass a 
lot of others in labor, in business, and v es, in 
gov ernment and the Congress, into telling off 
the mob.

It will req u ire th e co -o p era­ 
tio n n o t o n ly o f th e g o v ern men t o n Fo rmo sa bu t

Trudeau Remains

Road Rates

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
Tolls on the Pennsylvania Turn­ 
pike will be increased .8 cents 
a mile—almost double the pres 
ent rate—next month, the As­ 
sociated Press learned yester 
day. 
Commissioners of America’s 
oldest toll road plan formally to
